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THE FRIENDS OF COERCION 


LORD SALISBURY DEFENDS 
HIS COURSE. 
WHY HE THINKS PERMANENCY IS 
NEEDED—A UNIONIST MEETING—A 
VIOLENT STORM. 


LONDON, May 20.—Lord Salisbury made 
m speech st a banquet at the Merchant Tailors’ 
Hall this evening, in which he defended the 
Government’s asking permanency ror the Coer- 
cion bill, on the ground that it took a whole ses- 
sion to pasS such a measure. When he was 
young, he said, coercion bills were introduced in 
the morning and passed in the evening, and 
there was no reason then why such bills should 
not be annual. Now, however, the cage was dif- 
ferent. The process had become so difficult that 
the Government was unwilling to repeat it. The 
advantages which Mr. Gladstone would attain 
by wielding such a powerful engine as obstruc- 
tion would not compensate for the demoraliza- 
tion of Parliamentary institutions. 

A second installment of the present series of 
articles on “ Parnellism and Crime” appears in 
the Times to-day. It deals with the League con- 
ventions in Chicago and Philadelphia and the 
Clan-na-Gael Society’s share therein, and refers 
to a message which it says Mr. Parnell sent to 
the Philadelphia convention advising that a 
piatform be framed which would “enable us to 
continue to receive help from America.” 

A large meeting of Unionist members of the 
House of Commons was held here to-day. Lord 
Hartington presided. It was resolved to 





inform the Government that the feel- 
ane was almost unanimous against the 
Old Baily clause of the Crimes bill. The meet- 


ing was strongly opposed to hampering the Gov- 
ernment, and decided to give a hearty support 
to any reasonable scheme for shortening the de- 
bate on the Crimes bill. 

The correspondent of the Associated Press at 
Rome has made inquiries regarding the memoir 
of the Irish question alleged to have been 
prepared by the Irish College. Asa result 
of his investigation he has authority 
to state that no memoir whatever on the condi- 
tion of Ireland has been issued from the Irish 
College, nor has any body of members of the 
college denounced the Parnellites. The state- 
ment to that effect is an abscinte falsehood. 

Fierce gales have prevailed .ud great damage 
has been done in various parts of England. In 
Kent the wind blew with the violence of a hur- 
ricane. Snow and hail sti rms have been experi- 
enced in the lake districts of Scotland. In Lon- 
don the trees in the parks were in- 
jured and many were blown down. Many 
wrecks are reported to have occurred on 
the coast. The Ruby has returned to the Mer- 
sey with sails gone and several of the crew in- 
jured. The gale was of the greatest violence in 
the Irish Sea, compelling vessels to seek shelter. 
Many dragged their anchors and were stranded. 
A lighter drifted five miles up the Mersey and 
raank, the Captain and his son being drowned. 
The floating landing stage of the new ferry at 
Liverpool was carried away. Many similar acci- 
dents are reported. 

The Times says: ** We are informed that exten- 
aive frauds have been committed on the agents 
of an American bank by means of forged letters 
of credit, which were ogre simultaneously 
by a gang of skillful thieves in six or eight lead- 
ing cities of the Continent. The forgers have 
hot been caught. it is expected that they will 
come to London.” 

The poet Swinburne has completed a patriotic 
jubilee ode, which will appear in the, Nineteenth 
Century tor June. 

A rather violent shock of earthquake was felt 
at Monte Carlo at 8 o’clock this morning. 


Lonpon, May 21.—The Daily News says it 
believes that after Whitsuntide recess the Gov- 
ernment will submit to Parliament a resolution 
declaring that the state of public business is urg- 
ent, relying for a precedent upon Mr. Gladstone’s 
resolution of February, 1881, giving the Speaker 
of the House of Commons unusual power over de- 
bate. Mr. Gladstone, however, says the Nevvs, 
stipulated the ae of a majority of 
three to one, which it is impossible to obtain 
now, when the circumstances are quite different, 
Treland being quiet and coercion unneedady 

Lord Rosebery, speaking at Plymouth last 
night, condemned the policy of offering Treland 
a pill withone hand and jam with the other. 
He said the present time was unpropitious 
for a reunion of the Liberals, which could 
only be the work of time. He admitted 
that any home rule scheme must provide for 
the continuance of Irish representation at West- 
minster. The difficulty was how this was to be 
managed. The simplest method appeared to 
him to be by reduced representation.

THE CZAR AMONG THE COSSACKS. 
STATE ENTRY OF THE IMPERIAL FAMI- 
LY INTO TCHERKASK. 

_ St. PeTERSBURG, May 20.—Yesterday was 
another féte day among the Don Cossacks at 
Novo Tcherkask, The Czarina entered the town 
in state. She rode alone in an open carriage 
drawn by four white horses. The Czar and his 
suite followed on horseback. The Czarina rode 
through the main avenue of Novo Tcherkask, 


the thoroughfare being decorated with mottoes, 
banners, and flags, and spanned by triumphal 
arches. Masses of people lined the route, and all 
greeted the imperial family with enthusiasm. 
Veteran Cossacks, mounted and foot, followed the 
procession on the flank and rear. The soldiers 
keep up a continuous cheering. The imperial 
party went to the palace, where they received 
bread and salt on a silver dish from delegates 
representing the nobility, the artisans, and the 
factory and railway employes. The colliery 
owners presented to the Czarina a vessel fash- 
foned out of anthracite coal and mounted with 
siiver, the whole weighing two poods. The Kal- 
muck clergy, after this, offered the Czarinaa dish 
depicting a Buddhist sacrifice, and also a chalice. 
In the evening the town was illuminated and 
the streets and gardens were thronged with peo- 
pie cheering fer the imperial family. 

At Novo Tcherkask to-day the Metropolitan, 
in the course of his sermon in the cathedral, re- 
ferring to the Czar, said: ‘‘We have a monarch 
who, as people knowing him can testify, has a 
heart as pure as crystal, and who is an enemy 
ot all untruth. Im the brief time that he has 
governed us he has given proof of the firmness 
of character, energy, and courage indispensable 
to the ruler of a great nation. Still more, he is 
@ good Christian, a great patriot, and an 
anointed of the Lord, ruling according to the 
laws of the Fatherland and by the special will 
of God's providence.” The Metropolitan con- 
cluded by calling upon the Cossacks to be a 
stroug bulwark of the Czar’s throne and a terror 
to the enemies of the Fatheriaud. The Czar left 
Novo Tcherkask this evening. Before leaving 
the Czar and Czarina visited the Kalmuck tem- 
ple, remaining at the service. The Buddhist 
High Priest presented the Czarina with a gold 
censer, and he!d her band throughout the cere- 
mony. Kalmuack women escorted their Majesties 
back to the palace, k 

It is stated that no foreign officers will be in- 
vited to witness the mancuvres of the Russian 
troops this year.

The popular movement in favor of Gen. Bou- 
langer is especially active in the eastern prov- 
inces under the idea that his resignation would 
be the signal for a German descent wpon France. 
Petitions for the retention of Gen. Boulanger 
are being signed all over the country. 

After receiving M. de Freycinet’s refusal, 
President Grévy summoned M. Ferry. The 
President was averse to calling either M. Flo- 
quet or M. Clémenceau, He even said 
that he -would rather attempt to form a 
temporary business Cabinet. The interview be- 
tween the President and M. Ferry was short and 
the result is unknown, but as M. Ferry has con- 
sulted none of his friends itis probable that he 
declined to undertake the task of forminga 
Cabinet. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
Vienna, May 20.—A more hopeful view is 
taken among statesmen here of the political sit- 
uation in Europe. It is expected that Emperor 
Francis Joseph, in his speech closing the Hun- 
garian Diet next week, will strongly emphasize 

his confidence in the maintenance of peace. 
Paris, May 20.—The State Council has 
rejected the appeals of the Orleans Princes for 
a reversal of the decree expelling them from the 


army. The appeal of Prince Murat for restora- 
tion to the army has been admitted. 


BrRussELS, May 20.—Work has been re- 
sumed to a slight extent in the mining districts. 
The leader of the- Mons strikers has been ar- 
rested. 


BREST, May 20.—An accident caused by 
the swinging round of the capstain has hap- 
pened on board of the French ironclad Dugues- 
clin. Two members of the crew were killed and 
17 others badly injured. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 20,—It is stated 
that theconvention between England and Turkey 
provides that the British shall evacuate Egypt 
three years hence. If after that time internal 
troubles arise in Egypt British and Turkish 
troops shall reoccupy the country jointly or sep- 
arately, as the two Governments may agres 
upon. No other power shall be allowed to inter- 
vene in Egyptian affairs.

LITTLE CHANGE IN THE SITUATION— 
THE MEN TALKING ABOUT LAWSUITS. 
CuicaGco, May 20.—The big lock-out de- 

veloped no new phases to-day, viewed from the 

employers’ side, but from the side of the men it 
was more cheering than any day since the trouble 
began. The labor people have been unusually 
quiet for the last two days, waiting for 
what they say will be the collapse of 
the bosses’ combination. The  dissatis- 
faction exhibited by many of the men 
at the Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange has 
pleased them greatly, though matters are no 


worse than what they had expected. 
They have been expecting a split in 
the ranks of the bosses, and now they 


expect the whole combination to collapse before 
the weekis through. In consequence of this ex- 
pectation the plan to prosecute the employers 
on a charge of conspiracy is resting, though 
@ namber of lawyers are looking up authorities 
previous to expressing a legal opinion on the 
matter. Ifocases are amicably adjusted or the 
combination rent asunder within a week 
or 80 no legal steps will betaken; butshould the 
association of bosses hold together that length 
of time, the courts will be resorted to, and a test 
case made. 

The independent contractors are doing a good 
business, and many of the bricklayers are them- 
selves taking contracts, the money in the treas- 
ury of the Bricklayers’ Union being used to 
purchase material, While all the building ma- 
terial necessary cannot be obtained, still a 
good deal of itis for sale and the quantity 
is daily increasing. The union to-day received 
a dispatch from the Milwaukee bricklay ers in- 
dorsing its position in the strike, and promising 
that not a man would be allowed to go to Chica- 
go during the trouble. 

The hod carriers have now 


560 men out. 
Their union has 


received dispatches from 


Toronto, New-York, Philadelphia, and St. 
Louis promising money if needed. Secre- 
tary McBrearty stated that between 20 
and 80 small bosses had called on 
him yesterday, saying that if they 
were furnished hod carriers they ' would 


resume work. The Secretary promised to 
give them plenty of men and lend them up to 
$10,000 if necessary for the transportation of 
required material from the Wisconsin market, 
material that could not be procured here, 


y TEENS SRS Ree 
A RATE WAR THREATENED. 
CuicaGo, May 20.—The success of the 
Burlington and Northern in defeating the 
scheme of the leading Northwestern Roads 
to perpetuate the milling in transit 


system is likely to lead to a _ serious 
rate war on business to and from all points in 
the West and Northwest. The Milwaukee and 


St. Paul has been more largely in- 
terestea in the milling in transit busi- 
ness than: any other road, and finding 


itself compelled to make such low rates from all 
Northwestern points by the independent stand 
taken by the Burlington and Northern, has 
now decided to get even by making 
war upon the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quince by reducing rates between Chicago 
and Council Bluffs and Omaha. The St. Paul 
takes the ground thatthe Burlington and Quincy 
could prevent the Burlington and Northern, 
which it is supposed to control, from making 
such low rates from St. Paul and Minneapolis 
as to compel the other Northwestern lines to 
reduce their rates to and from intermediate 
and local points to much less profitable 
figures than they have been getting 
heretofore. The Burlington and Quincy, how- 
ever, claims that it has no authority over the 


affairs of the Burlington and Northern, 
and that this road can do as it 
pleases as regards Northwestern rates. 


A meeting of the Managers of the Western and 
Northwestern roads isto be held in this city 
next week for the purpose of making an effort 
to prevent the impending conflict, but little hope 
is expressed that agjserious rate war can be 


averted.

QUEER WORK AT A FIRE. 
ADRIAN, Mich., May 20.—At 5 o’clock this 
morning a fire broke out in the old Comstock 
planing mill, soon spreading to the lumber yard 


of D. W. Baker adjoining. The limited water 
supply of the city cisterns soon gave out, 
and an attempt was made to use water 
from the water works’ hydrants, of which 
company Baker is a stockholder. It is al- 
leged that by orders of the Chief of the Fire 
Department the water was shut off, the sudden 
checking causing a rupture in the main near the 
pump works. The fire, which covered a large 
section of the biock west of the Lake Shore 
freight house, burned itself out unchecked. 
Contiguous property had a narrow escape. The 
loss will probably foot up $60,000. 

There has been trouble between the water 
works and the city for some time, growing out 
of the city’s refusal to pay rental to the com- 
pany for hydrants. The company has never re- 
fused water in case of fire, and the closing of to- 
day will be thoroughly investigated. 

Baker has $25,000 insurance on his stock. 
The plaining mill property has been in litigation 
for some time time, and it is impossible to give 
the logs or insurance.

Q’BRIEN AGAIN STONED 


THE KINGSTON MOB ATTACK 
HIM IN THE STREPFTS. 
AFTER THE MEETING HE, HIS FRIENDS, 
AND THE NEWSPAPER MEN HAD TO 

FLY FOR THEIR LIVES, 


KINGSTON, Ontario, May 20.—At Sharbot 
Lake, 50 miles from here, a deputation of the 
prominent organizers of the O’Brien Reception 
Committee boarded the train and warmly greet- 
ed Mr. O’Brien. The deputation was composed 
of J, J. Behan, President of the local National 
League; M. J. Neville, William Duffy, J. 
Kavannah, E. Ryan, D. Ogerman, P. Daly, 
ef the Canadian Freeman, and F. Cicolari. 
As. Mr. O’Brien stepped out of the car he was in 
the much-talked-of Kingston, “the Derry of 
Canada,” as itis called. Kingston has a popula- 
tion of 15,000, of whom 5,000 are Catholics. 
There are only eight policemen, and all of them, 
in command of Chief Horsey. were in waiting. 
To the surprise of Mr. O’Brien and the rest of 
the party not adissentient voice was heard in the 
storm of cheers which arose when he (O’Brien) 
entered the carriage. The party was driven 
to the Burnett House, on Ontario-street, where 
a crowd was assembled which cheered the 
editor of United Ireland. Among the first to 
shake Mr. O’Brien’s hand were W. D. Morris, of 
Ottawa, a Protestant, and Mr. Cameron, of 
Deseronto, an Orangeman. The latter said: “I 
am high up in the Orange order, Mr. O’Brien, 
yet [sympathize with you and your movement, 
and say, furthermore, that the speeches of the 
Rey. Dr. Potts and the Rev. Joseph Wild, two 
Protestant ministers, at the Orange meeting in 
Queen’s Park, Toronto, caused the murderous 
assault which was made upon you and your 
friends Wednesday night.” 

On arriving at the Skating Rink, on Johnston- 
street, where the meeting was held, crowds, all 
O’Brien sympathizers, were found gathered 
around the building and along the sidewalk. 
Policemen armed with revolvers stole noiseless- 
ly up and down under shady trees which line 
the straet and forbade anybody to block up the 
entrance to the hall. Nobody attempted to do it, 
however. The audience which assembled to 
hear Mr. O’Brien speak numbered about 1,200 
persons. many of whom were women, and all of 
whom listened attentively. 

Mr. O’Brien in his opening remarks won at 
once the Ulster Protestants who were listening, 
and who form a large section of the population 
when he asserted that the Orange farmers in 
the North of Iroland were as much oppressed as 
the Catholic farmers and that Lord Lansdowne 
was championing the cause of those despotic 
landlords who were causing this oppression. 
“My mission,” be explained, “js not 
to stir up strife but to blend 
the orange and green.” This sentiment at once 
won over the hardy and independent descend- 
ants of Ulster farmers, and they cheered now as 
heartily as anybody else, and again when he 
said: “ We will so humiliate Lord Lansdowne in 
exposing his murderous policy in Ireland as to 
make Orangemen as well as Nationalists at last 
believe that there is only one Lord—He who 
rules above the cedars and the stars.” 

Continuing Mr. O’Brien said: “ [ believe that 
the few misunderstandings which have arisen 
between the Protestants and the Catholic Irish- 
men of Canada will soon pass away. Thank God 
they are rapidly passing away. I believe the 
day is rapidly coming round when these old preju- 
dices will pass away in spite of all the efforts of 
landlordism to keep these smoldering embers 
inaflame. Iam convinced the time is coming 
fast when the Protestant tenant farmers wil 
admit with grateful hearts that all the security 
and —— they enjoy is due to the struggles 
of the National League in Ireland [applause] 
and to the fight which we are waging here to- 
day, net in behalf of Catholics or Protestants, 
but in behalf of the whole Irish people, to enable 
them to live on the land thatjgave them birth.” 
{Loud applause. } 

Referring to the negotiation between Lord 
Lansdowne and bis tenants, Mr. O’Brien said: 
“Lord Lansdowne has only to go back to the 
compromise offered to the Luggacurran’tenants 
by his own agent, Mr. Townsend Trench, and we 
shall be satisfied. We were only too anxious to 
accept them when they were offered first. He 
has only to-day, at the eleventh hour, to say the 
word and carry out the agreement which his 
own agent made, and to-morrow morning we 
leave for Ireland without a harsh thought to- 


ward Lord Lansdowne im our hearts.” [Ap- 
plause. } 





ATTACKED BY THE MOB. 


The unexpected and somewhat ominous calm 
was now for the tirst time broken. It was 9:30 
o’clock when Dennis Kilbride began bis state- 
ment, and then the first noise was heard outside 
the hall on Johnston-street, where several hun- 


dred men and boys collected, crying “God 
save the Queen!” and = groaning for 
O’Brien. Every cheer which went up 


inside the hall was answered by a loud roar and 
an angry response from without. The crowd 
outside had now swollen to immense propor- 
tions, and had ample material in the street with 
which tocarry out any design they might have. 
At length the meeting was brought to an end by 
a few remarks from Chairman J. J. Behan, who 
told the audience to go home peaceably. Then the 
people started to go out, Mr. O’Brien being in 
the rear. Thinking this was too remarkable, 
Mr. O’Brien’s friends hurried him to the front 
and he stepped on to the wooden sidewalk, wear- 
ing the usual tall hat. The moment the Orange- 
men on the opposite side of the street saw him 
they raised savage yells of vengeance and, with 
cries of ‘There he is!” rushed across the street. 
Broken stones and cobblestones then began fiy- 
ing like hail, the women screamed, and general 
confusion reigned. 

** Ah, they’re at it again,” said Mr. O’Brien in 
tone of mournful regret more than from anger. 

* Yes, yes,” roared the mob, ‘there he is! 
Drag him out here on the street! Kill him? 
Choak him! Tear him asunder!” and they 
almost burst through Mr. O’Brien’s body- 
guard, which consisted of American 
special correspondents and local officers 
of the National League. A man changed hats 
with Mr. O’Brien, as that worn by the latter bad 
furnished a target for the mob, and as the party 
doubled into Wellington-street anothershower of 
bricks and broken stones came crashing through 
the crowd. Mr. O’Brien and his friends bent 
their heads, but received tne missiles on the 
body. Mr. D. F. Kellogg, the New-York Sun 
correspondent, and Mr. J. M. Wall, the repre- 
sentative of the New-York Tribune, caught 
up with Mr. O’Brien just on the 
stoop leading to the house of Jobn 
Newman, a Protestant, on Medway-street, 
between William and Johnston streets. The 
doors were opened and a shower of missiles 
again came across the street; the crowd surged 
when Messrs. Wall and Kellogg were flung to 
the ground, and Mr. O’Brien disappeared, evi- 
evidently into Newman's house, but up to 
the present time nobody is certain of 
this, for no fone really knows Where heis. The 
door of Newman’s house was barred tightly, 
and Wall and Kellogg, with J. J. Behan, Thomas 
Sullsvan, and J. J. Conwell of the Chicago News, 
rushed around through the vinegar works in 
Ontario-street, for the purpose of getting into 
the house by the back entrance. The mob, how- 
ever, intercepted them and they had to fly for 
their lives, 

The mob next rushed to the Burnett House, 
thinking Mr. O’Brien was there, shouting: ‘ To 
— with home rule,” ‘ Kill him,” &« Although 
Mr. O’Brien was not there they fired volleys of 


stones at the windows and then groaned 
and yelled to their hearts’ content. 
J. M. Wall, the wounded correspondent, 


attempted to pass in front of the hotel on his 
way to the telegraph office, but his bandaged 
head attracted the attention of the Orangemen, 
who went for him with @ rush. He escaped 
down a side street, however, and took off his 
bandages. The Canadian Freeman office, the 
Irish Catholic organ, in Brock-street, was 
wrecked. 

Two hours had now elapsed since the first at- 
tack was made, and nobody knew where Mr. 


O’Brien was. But he was soon discovered. 
Peter Devlin, who lives on the corner of 
Wellington and William streets, stole down 
to Chief of Police Horsey and said: 


“Mr. O’Brien is safe with me.” ‘ Thank God!” 
exclaimed the crowd. Chief Horsey, with Mayor 
Carson, six policemen, and William Hardy, of 
the lecomotive works, then went to Devlin’s 
house and brought back Mr. O’Brien to the Bur- 
nett House. 


Mr. O’Brien reached Devlin’s house tn this 
way: An alleyway near Newman’s afforded a 
shelter. Just as Maurice Hogan had changed 
hats with Mr. O’Brien a stone struck Mr. 


O’Brien on the back of the neck, and a big, 
powerful Orangeman with a club was going 
to cleave open his skull. The house of an Or- 
angeman named Donnelly adjoined this alley on 
the other side, and Mr. O’Brien got In there, and 
was finally smuggled backward to Devlin’s 
house while the Orange mob outside were yell- 
ing for his blood. 

“Twill protect you now to the hotel,” said 
Mayor Carson coolly. ‘I will call out the 


artillery.” ‘* You will ?’ exclaimed Mr. O’Brien 
sarcastically. “Idon’t want your protection 
now, Sir. You saw a mob of demons 
500 strong outside that ball, _ thirsting 
for my blood, while I was addressing a 
peaceable meeting and you didn’t dis- 
perse them. Where was your. artillery 


then, Sir?” and Mr. O’Brien ground his teeth in 
rage. “Lansdowne and Howland winked at the 
efforts to murder me in Toronto, and now Lans- 
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downe and you wink at the efforts to murder me 
here. Iam not going to give you the credit of a 
pretense of having protected my life when you 
could have if you wished, but didn’t.” 

The Mayor hung his head and said no more. 

When Mr. O’Brien came out from the meet- 
ing the policemen, instead of making a circle 
around him, abandoned him and left him to the 
tender mercies of the yelling Orangemen, who 
dashed upon him. The policemen were the 
first to scatter when the stone-throwing com- 
menced. 

The Nationalists were unorganized and were 
not prepared for an attack, being deceived by 
the extraordinary coolness and treachery of the 
Orangemen, who lay in wait so patiently while 
meditating their deed of blood. At the Burnett 
House a crowd collected around Mr. O’Brien, 
congratulating him on his escape. He was 
scarcely able to stand on his feet, His throat 
was full of dust and his clothes were bespat- 
tered, but he was as determined as ever as he 
said: “We'll go through to the end, boys, yet.” 

Mr, O’Brien and party start to-morrow morn- 
ing for Hamilton, where a meeting will be held 
Monday. He wilispend Sunday at Niagara Falls. 


Ottawa, May 20.—Mr. O’Brien was up 
early to-day, and, in company with his faithful 
body guard of New-York and Chicago corre- 
spondents, was taken in charge by the Citizens’ 
Committee and driven to Ottawa University. 
There he was received by Father Patteir, the 
Acting President, and the Professors. Four 
hunired students were on hand to greet the vis- 
itors, and on the entry of Mr. O’Brien they burst 
out into a storm of cheers. Mr. George A. 
Griffin, of Port Hope, then stepped forward and 
read an address of sympathy with Ireland’scause, 
to which Mr. O'Brien made a suitable reply. 
The party, next drove around Parliament- 
square, viewed the statue of Sir Etienne Cartier, 
and then continued their journey to the railroad 
station to catch the 12:35 P. M. train for Kings- 
ton. In the same car with O’Brien were Lady 
Macdonald, wife of the Canadian Premier; E. 
Crow Baker, member of Parliament of British 
Columbia, and Sir Leonard Tilley, Lieutenant- 
Governor of New-Brunswick. 


TorRONTO, May 20.—The following letter 
from the Hon. Edward Blake, leader of the op- 
position in the Dominion House of Commons, 
appears inthe Globe: 


Str: Allow me asa citizen of Toronto to express 
my deep ene of humiliation at the disgrace- 
ful and cowardly courses which have been pur- 
sued toward Mr. O’Brien.

ORGANIZING. 


THE CHICAGO FRATERNITY PREPARING 
FOR ANOTHER OUTBREAK. 


CHICAGO, May 20.—According to an even- 
ing labor paper the Chicago Anarchists, who are 





members of the International Working People’s | 


Association, are actively engaged in making 
preparations for another outbreak. The 
paper alleges that a meeting was held 
last night at which a circular signed 
“Central Executive Group, I. W. P. A.” 
was distributed, and prints a copy of 
the document. The circular declares that the 


oppression of monopolists is growing, and refers 
to the enactment of conspiracy laws in different 
States as an evidence of that fact. It thensays: 


“‘Qur oppressors seem determined to adopt Euro- 
pean methods. Let us heed the lesson. We must 
organize. We must be oe to spread our 
views despite class egislation. Open and 
public association having. failed, secret work 
is our only alternative. With beloved comrades 
sentenced to death or to hard labor for months or 
years for the crime of leadership in labor’s cause, 
with the prospect of further coercive legislation to 
repress our natural rights, the time for a different 
line of action has arrived.” 

This plan of organization is suggested: 


“No group to exceed five in number. After the 
first five are organized let them secure a central 


organizer and separate again, each individual 
starting another group of his own num. 
buring _ five. When a group is report- 
ed full let the central organizer go 


and inspect them and verify tne fact. By this sys- 
tem never more than six willcome together. The 
organizer alone becomes familiar with the 25. Sim- 
ilar 25s can be! established, the various certral or- 
ganizers constituting an execulive committee of five 
as a limit, which would give a membership of 125 
» * = Later, a systematic grouping of the different 
cities will be brought about anda thorough bureau 
of correspondance secured. Hundreds and thous- 
ands can be brought into this group system. Keject 
no one whem you believe to be sincere in revola- 
tionary agitation. While we counsel no violence, 
we insist on themecessity of preparation. Toward 
our despoilers we owe no love, we claim no pity, we 
extend no olive branch. To beforewarned is to be 
forearmed. Time presses. The necessity is urgent.” 


A CONFESSED ASSASSLN. 


MYSTERY OF A KANKAKEE 
CIDE CLEARED UP. 

CuicaGco, May 20.—A dark-complexioned, 
heavy set, and excited man entered the Central 
Station just before noon to-day, and giving the 
name of Henry Lamoureaux, a French laborer, 
aged 34 years, announced that he was the mur- 
derer of Officer Girard, the Kankakee policeman, 
who was recently assassinated in that town. He 
stated that he lived in New-Station, four miles 
out of Kankakee, and that his wife was in the 
habit of visiting the town and meeting Girard. 
One night a few weeks ago, as he says, Lamou- 


reaux followed her to Kankakee and saw her 
meet the officer in the alley. He thereupon shot 
and killed Girard and fled to this city, wnere he 
has since lived. 

Girard was one of Kankakee’s most trusted 
citizens. On the night the supposed murder 
Was committed he had been in a grocery store 
chatting freely with a friend and carelessly toy- 
ing with his revolver. Hesoon left the store, 
stating he was going home. A few minutes later 
@ pistol shot was heard in an alley in the rear of 
the store. When the groceryman went out to 
learn the cause of the shooting he found Girard 
in his death struggle. His revolver was lying 
beside him and a bullet wound was in the rear 
ot his head. At the Coroner’s inquest it was 
supposed that the officer had committed sui- 
cide. The location of the wound, however, was 
such that many believed the man was murdered. 
A neighbor also claimed that he heard a man 
run awayfrom the scene of the crime just 
after the shooting occurred. The: police wired 
the facts to the Kankakee authorities and late 
this afternoon word was received from them to 
hold the prisoner. It is said that the Kankakee 
police have been able to procure a description of 
the man seen to run away from the scene of the 
murder, and that the description of Lamoureaux 
corresponds with it.

A BIG FIRE IN BRIDGEPORT. 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 20.—One of the 
most destructive fires that has visited this city

for years occurred this afternoon, involv- 
ing the burning of two large frame 
factory buildings and five frame dvwell- 
ings. So rapid was the advance of

Had the wind been in an opposite 
quarter the disaster would have undoubtedly 
been very much greater. The fire was fully 
under control in less than three hours. Thou- 
sands of people were attracted to the scene.®

The tire is supposed to have been incendiary.

MARQUETTE, Mich., May 20.—A special 
from Houghton, Mich., says: ‘The fire at Lake 
Linden is now (5:30 P. M.] under control. The 
flames were first noticed issuing from the second 
story of Neuman & Tralease’s general mer- 
chandise store. Everything was as dry as 
tinder, and, despite the heroic efforts of the fire- 
men and citizens, the spread of the flames was 
very rapid. In less than two hours after the 
first alarm, the entire business portion of the 
tewn, from the starting point of the fire to 
the public school building, was in ashes, 
Every saloon but one and every stone struct- 
ure except that occupied by F. Weber & Co., as 
a meat market, was destroyed. The loss is a ter- 
rible one to Lake Linden, and conservative 
judges place the pecuniary damages at $1,500,- 
000. The insurance is probably not less than 

750,000. No lives were lost as far as known. 
The property of the Calumet & Hecla Company 
escaped witbout damage. 

Both Houghton and Hancock Fire Companies 
responded nobly to the call for assistance and 
did great work. Nearly every family turned out 
report great loss of household goods and surplus 
clothing, the flames reaching out with such 
rapidity that householders quickly realized that 
their only safety was in instant flight. 


HouGutTon, Mich, May 20.—The Lake 
Linden fire originated in the upper story of the 
Neuman & Trelease Block, breaking out 


as the whisties blew 12 o’clock, and 
in less than five minutes a dense  vol- 
ume of smoke was issuing from a hole 


about the middle of the roof. An explosion fol- 
lowed, blowing out the roof and the entire front 
of the block and communicating the flames to 
the —- saloon across the street,‘and in an 
incredibly short time the whole village seemed 
one mass of flame. Panic seized every one. 

The Fire Department was 15 minutes in reagh- 
ing the fire after it broke out, and then twas 
helpless, the flames having made such head- 


way that no agenoy of man _ could 
be of any avail. H the fire broken 
out at night hundreds of lives would 


have been lost. Words fail to picture the awful 
speed with which the flames spread through 
the doomed town. Families rushed from their 
homes to the street, saving only the clothes 
on their backs. Hundreds of families are 
roofless to-night, without bedding or clothing, 
except what they have on. No stores are left to 
furnish supplies, and Hancock and Houghton 
merchants are sending mattresses and bedding 
to the homeless people. 


Neuman is in Europe. Trelease was in Calu- 


met when the fire broke out, and 
reached Lake Linden to see his _ block 
and store wholly enveloped in flames. 


Everything was as dry as tinder, from the 
long drought, and even solid brick blocks melted 
away before the furious flames like snow. The 
flames swept clean to the shores of the lake, 
from the schoolhouse, half a mile, three or four 
blocks wide. 

The town is wiped out. A rough estimate of 
the lossesonly is possible at this hour, the in- 
tense excitement making it hard to get at the 
real facts.

THE INDIANAPOLIS ELECTION 
SPIRATORS TO BE TRIED. 
INDIANAPOLIS, May 20.—After seven 


months of almost continuous efforts to reach the 
perpetrators of the forgery and mutilation of 


the tally sheets during the canvassing of the 
vote of the election last Fall, during which the 
conspirators have been successful in evading 
the law, the Federal Grand Jury to-night re- 


turned 13 indictments against prominent poli- 


ticians and election officers for complicity in 
the crime. Under the charge of Judge Woods 
the only thing for which the participants could 
be held guilty under the United States 


statutes was the failure to preserve their elec- 
tion papers inviolate until they were presented 
to the Canvassing Board and for conspiring to 
induce the election officer thus to neglect his 
duty. The names of those indicted are said to 
be as follows: W. F. A. Bernhamer, President of 
the Canvassing Board; Johu F. Counselman and 
Stephen J. attler, Inspectors of Election, 
whose returns were altered; Simeon Coy, Chair- 
man of the County Central Committee; Henry 
N. Spaan, his attorney; John E. Sullivan, County 
Clerk, chosen at the election where the frauds 
were committed; George W. Budd, Donety 
County Clerk; John 8. Reardon and Samuel E. 
Perkins, ward workers; Dr. Charles N. Metcalf, 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, and A. 
T. Beck, Congressman Bynum’s law partner. 
All these are Democrats. 

Indictments were also returned against Gen. 
James R. Carnahan, Chairman of the County 
Committee, and W. F. Burroughs, a Judge of 
Election, who are Republicans. The indictment 
against Carnahan is based on acircular heissued 
bea prior to the election, directing the Repub- 

ican Judges, where they could, to take posses- 
sion of the tally sheets and see that they were 
delivered to the Canvassing Board. It is pre- 
sumed that Burroughs is a Judge who acted 
under this circular, hence theindictment against 
him. Itis known that two or three Democratic 
Inspectors placed the tally sheets in possession 
of the Republican Judges, but no charge 
has ever been made that these tally sheets were 
tampered with or changes in the slightest. On 
the other hand, the tally sheets that the Demo- 
cratic conspirators got hold of were changed 
and mutilated both, the object being to elect the 
Democratic candidates for Judge of the Crim- 
inal Court and Coroner. These candidates were 
declared elected by the Canvassing Board, which 
refused to take action on the notorious frauds, 
and they were commissioned, but a recount of 
the ballot showed a majority for the Republican 
candidates, and they were seated with no fur- 
ther contest. 

The present Grand Jury is the third that has 
investigated the case, the Democratic majority 
of the other two refusing toindict. Under the 
stringent charge of Judge Woods all but four of 
the present body voted to return true bills. Ar- 
rests will not be made until to-morrow. 


BOYOOTTING WHEAT BROKERS. 


GRUMBLING OVER THE DEALS OF THE 
CLIQUE IN CHICAGO. 


Curcaao, May 20.—The boycott was ap- 
plied pretty severely to the clique in wheat 








to-day. Their brokers were in the pit 
all through the sessiun bidding for 
the June future, but the crowd 


was generally disposed to let them alone. Their 
purchases, consequently, so far as close ob- 
servers could judge, were only fairly 
large in the aggregate. In instances the 
sellers received concessions. The July fut- 
ure was again a marked feature, advancing 


about a centin the morning. The operations of 
the room traders, and the great bulk of outside 
orders, were in this future. Reports of dry 
weather in the Northwest helped the strength. 
The final close was steady—June, 881, cents, 
and July, 86% cents. 

The amount of money tied upin margins is 
very large, and, as is usually the case 
when calls are rapid, there is  consid- 
erable wrangling between commission houses. 
In numerous instances the 10 per cent.

Good houses they call only to the 
market. 

The grumbling over the situation grows more 
pronounced. ‘To-day there was renewed talk 
about applying the boycott to everybody and 
every institution connected with the deal. 
Judging from the tone of the gossip about 
the floor, it seems probable that, should 
prices be advanced much higher, the ‘ kick” 
will take the shape of a petition tor a mar- 
ginal price. The manipulators’ lot is not 
one crowned with popularity. Thestory that the 
clique representatives were arranging loans by 
offering to pay interest from date without using 
the money until June was repeated to-day, It 
was given on good authority. 





A MONTREAL BANKER DEAD. 





THE STOCK OF THE MONTREAL BANK 
DEPRESSED IN CONSEQUENCE. 

MONTREAL, May 20.—Mr. Charles F. 
Smithers, President of the Bank of Montreal, 
died this afternoon after an illness of a few days. 
Mr. Smithers was 65 years of age and came to 
Montrealin 1847. He entered the service of the 
Bank of Montreal in 1858, when be was appoint- 
ed inspector. This position he held until 1862, 
when he became joint agent of the New-York 


branch. He left the Bank of Montreal in 
1863 to accept the position of Montreal 
agent of the London and Colonial Bank. 
Three years later he went back to New-York, 
where he entered into business, and in 1869 he 
again became agent of the Bank of Montreal in 
the American metropolis. {n 1879 he was called 
to Montreal to till the position of general mana- 
ger of the bank, Finally he was elected Presi- 
dent in June, 1881, and held the position until 
the day of his death, being engaged with the 
bank’s business in his own house only two days 
ago. The family of the deceased gentleman is a 
large one, consisting of Messrs. Charles H., 
Frank, and John 8. Smithers of New-York, 
Messrs. George, Christopher, and Alfred 
Swithers, of Montreal, Mrs. J. B. Learmont and 
Mrs. Stanley Bagg, of Montreal, Mrs. Hemming, 
of Toronto, Mrs. George Carr and Mrs. Henry 
Dawson, of New-York. 

The effect on the stock market was naturally 
to depress Montreal stock, though to a smaller 
extent than might be expected. Already a suc- 
cessor has been discussed, and the feeling seems 
to be that Sir Donald A. Smith, now Vice-Presi- 
dent, will be made President, and that the prac- 
tical management of the bank will devolve upon 
the present manager, Mr. Buchanan, to a grvat-

A LOTTERY FRAUD EXPOSED. 
CuicaGo, May 20.—Louis Herzog is locked 


up at the Twelfth-street station on the 
charge of selling lottery tickets. He has 
been disposing of a large quantity of 
what purported to be certificates of 
European bonds. The certificates are hand- 
somely colored and engraved on parchment 
paper, and are printed in English and 
German. The enterprise is under the 
auspices of A. Falck & Co, of 35 


Broadway, New-York, tor whom Herzog claims 
to be the agent. On the payment of $5 cash the 
purchaser receives the certificate and the number 
of one premium bond of the city of Bucharest, one 
Austrian red cross bond, one Italian red cross | 
bond, one Hungarian red cross bond, and one 
Italian gold premium of $5. They are made so 
that the holder of the _ certificate is 
entitled to receive all the premiums on the 
bonds as often as they are distributed, and it is 
printed in red ink and big type that there are 
20 distributions a year of premiums amounting 
to $1,000,000, 

A schedule of the drawings is given in German 
and Italian. It is.claimed that this is a scheme 
by which those who pay in their $1 for a 
certificate receive bonds said to be worthless, 
and if an installment is§overdue, the whole 
amount paidin is seized without recompensinug 
the purchaser. Herzog refused to say anything 
in his own behalf,

THE CANADIAN TARIFF. 

MONTREAL, May 20.—The representations 
made by deputations from Montreal and other 
business centres urging the Government toallow 
goods purchased prior to the increase of the tariff 
to be entered by customs at the old rates have 
proved successful. An order in council has been 
passed providing that all goods actually con- 
tracted for, ordered, and sold prior to the 12th 
inst, to be delivered, duty paid on arrival in Can- 
ada, or actually sold, to be delivered prior to 
that date may be entered at old rates of duty on 
production of satisfactory evidence to that effect, 
not, however, to include goods to replace any de- 
livery out of duty-paid_ stock. This concession 
will terminate on the 13th of June.

DECOYED FROM HIS HOME 


THE OURIOUS EXPERIENOR 
OF M. LANOUETTER. 
WHAT IS SUPPOSED TO HAVE BEEN A 
PLOT, WHICH MISCARRIED, TO ROB 

HIS HOUSE. 


A dapper and bright little Frenchman is 
M. Lanouette, who has a dressmaking establish- 
ment in Fifth-avenue, in the neighborhood of the: 
Union and Lotos Clubs. He thinks he has been 
marked for depredation by a gang of burglars. 
The only occupants of the premises after dark 
are Lanouette, his wife, and maid servant, Katie 
Kelly, who was engaged three months ago at an 
intelligence office. Lanouette has an only child, 
a son, in his sixteenth year, who for 12 months 
has been attending Dr. Holbrook’s Military 
Academy at Sing Sing. 

Business kept M. Lanouette away from home 
Thursday evening, and it was quitelate when he 
got back. He found the following telegram: 


SING SING, May 19, 1887. 
Mr. and Mre. T. W. Lanouetie, 125 itfth-avenue, 
New-York : 


Both come up at once. Willie met with an accl- 
dent; in danger. Conveyance will be at de for 
8:35 train from New-York. DR. OLBROOK: 

He went out and found that the next train by 
which he could go to Sing Sing left the city about 
midnight. His wife wanted to go with him, but 
he persuaded her to remain at home. 

The telegram wae sent from Sing Sing by # 
stranger, so far as known. When a tall, slender, 
neatly dressed young man, with a small dark 
mustache, stepped up to the window of the 


telegraph office of the Sing Sing station at7 P. 
M. and handed in the message with the request 
that it be sent without delay, George Bell, the 
operator, thought it queer that Dr. Holbrook 
had not telephoned the message to the princi 
office, as he usually does, or had not wri 
the dispatch himself. The stranger paid for the 
telegram and disappeared. 

When Lanouette got off the 12:30 A. M. train at 
Sing Sing he was followed by two stran 
He was disappointed at not findin enyodlis t 
meet him or a conveyance of any kind. He in- 
quired at Allen Powell’s hotel for a carriage, and 
was told that it wasimpossible to get a publie 
conveyance at that hour. Lanouette appeared 
to be so miserable that Lewis Decker, the 
clerk of the hotel, finally said he would 

o to Mr. Powell’s stable and get his > 

orse and buggy. During the discussion two 
strangers entered the place. One of them 
said he was John Winter, a merchant of Yonkers.’ 
He must, he said, get home by daylight, and of- 
fered Decker $15 for the use of ithe conveyance 
after going to Dr. Holbrook’s. The offer was ac- 
cepted and Decker went after the rig. The 
Yonkers merchant tried to serape an acquaint- 
ance with Lanouette, but the little Frenchman 
was not in a mood for sociability. It was after 
2 o’clock when Decker got back with the horse 
and buggy. He evidently had some misgivings 
of danger on the road, for he slipped a revolver 
in his pocket before getting into the buggy with 
the two travelers. 

Arriving at Dr. Holbrook’s school, Lanouette 
and Winter both got out, though there was no 
reason for Winter leaving his seat. Lanouette 
could not arouse anybody in the school and 
decided to return to Powell’s and wait until 
daylight. Winter, who acted in a drunken and 
offensive manner, got back into the buggy and 
the horse was turned toward the hote At 
Highland and Maurice avenues Winter jum 
from the buggy ona pretended excuse and 
apron. Decker and the New-Yorker were 
glad to get rid of him, for they couldn’t un- 
derstand his conduct. At the hotel it was 
found that Frederick Krause, who had been 
left in charge, had become suspicious of the 
second stranger and locked himinaroom. At 
oo A however, he made his escape from the 

otel. 

When Lanouette got to the academy the sec- 
ond time he found that Winter had been there 
some time before and raised such a disturbance 
that Dr. Holbrook threatened to let the dogs 
out. This frightened the Yonkers man and he 
went away. Dr. Holbrook promptly pronounced 
the telegram a forgery, and Lanouette, finding 
his boy well, returned quickly to this city. His 
wife had passed a wretched night alone in the 
house with the maid, and neither of.them went 
to bed, Soon after her husband left the ho 
at 11:30 P. M., she went to the windoW an 
a than leaning against a telegraph pole, looking 
up at the building. He remained there until 
after 1 o’clock. . 

Lanouette said yesterday afternoon that th 
only conclusion he could come to was that a 
scheme had been devised to decoy him and his 
wife to Sing Sing so as to rob the establishment. 
The house, he said, was stocked with fine laces 
andimported dress goods, besides household ef- 
fects. The plan miscarried, he thinks, because 
he went alone to Sing Sing and took a train later 
than the one suggested. The man who wanted 
to go to Yonkers and his friend may have been 
parties to the job, whose duty it was to shadow 
the victims. Robbery in Sing Sing may have been 
a consideration when it was found that Lanou- _ 
ette was alone and wore diamonds. The man whe 
said he belonged in Yonkers could not be found 
there, or anybody answering hia description, 
which tallies quite well with that of the young 
man who sent the decoy message. The New- 
York and Sing Sing police have been told about 
the case.

While the chemist is hopefi), it is apparent from 
his statements that the imitations of butter are 
not all readily detected or detectable. Seizures 
and condemnations upon mere suspicion may, 
according to the suggestions thrown out by the 
chemist, be followed by litigation and expense 
to the Government. Dr. Lonis C. Starkel, the 
Government chemist, hasta taboratory on the 
top floor of the Treasury. He uses Dr, 
Koenig’s butter aerometer for the specitic 
gravity test; Heuer’s test for the insoluble, 
and Keichert’a test of the soluble acids, 
“The inspectors,” he says, ‘are new in the 
business, and even if they were not, could not 
tell the difference between butter and oleomar- 
garine by simply smelling or tasting the sam- 
ples. In fact, peal butter becomes rancid much 
more quickly than oleomargarine, The gerom- 
eters, if placed in the stuff to be tested when it 
is at the boiling point, would teil the inspectors 
almost to a certainty whether the article should 
be forwarded here for analysis, The butter 
range is from 8.66 to 8.88, and if the aerometer 
indicates a specific grayity lower than this the 
tuff may be regarded as suspicious, The only 
drawback to the introduction of the asremeters 
is the use of cottonseed oil in the manufacture 
of oleomargarine. This oil is used to give the 
stuff a smooth taste and appearance, and its 
specific gravity being much above that of pure 
butter, would, of course, mislead the inspectors, 
even if they used acrometers, 
“Thus far a large proportion of the samples of 
suspicious butter sent here have turned eut to 
@ genuine. Butter made trom the milk of 
poorly fed cows often assumes the appearance

The Senate made one more effort in be- 
half of the cable scheme yesterday by vot- 
ing for a conference upon the disagreement 
‘with the Assembly. All three of the men 
appointed upon the conference committee 
—TRAPHAGEN, Low, and HoysrapT—voted 
for the bill. on its passage, though Mr. 
Hoysrapt voted against the conference. 
If the Assembly consents to a conference 
at all, the Speaker may be depended upon to 
appoint a committee which will never as- 
sent to the cable amendment foisted upon 
the original McIntyre bill in the Senate 
committee. If that amendment is stricken 
out and the cable scheme wholly elim- 
inated there will be no objection to the 
passage of the billin its originalform. The 
opportunity to secure that result will be 
the only excuse for a conference. 





Coal miners do not mince matters when 
they go on strike, andariot is with them 
one of the earliest signs of dissatisfaction. 
We chronicled the other day the departure 
of some hundreds of down-trodden and op- 
pressed Hungarian miners for Europe to 
spend :the Summer in improving their minds 
and to return in the Autumn when the 
strike was expected tobe over. Other Hun- 
garian- miners regarded this country as good 
enough for them, and are staying behind to 
keep an eye on the bosses and see that 
nobody does thé work they have declined. 
Yesterday some hundreds of them made an 
assault upon eight or ten “scabs” who had 
been employed to draw coke out of the 
ovens, and disabled most of them. They 
then proceeded to smash all the property 
they could lay hands on of the owners of 
other-works who, had shown a disposition 
tosave their coke. It might be as well for 
this country if these Hungarians had joined 
the: tourists. Among them they are elab- 
orately illustrating the remark of Mr. 
Henry GEORGE that the horrors of chattel 
slavery are outdone by the present condi- 
tion of the American workingman—or words 
to that effect. 





The Coroner’s jury has brought in a ver- 
flict to the effect that Officer Patrick LAVIN 
‘was justified in killing Tuomas Moors. He 
certainly was so. MOORE was a loafer, who, 
when drunk, attacked the officer savagely 
with a knife, having already threatened to 
kill him. The officer fired on the ruffian in 
self-defense and the shot proved fatal. The 
necessity for such an act is, of course, un- 
fortunate, but the life of a policeman in the 
neighborhood of Tenth-avenue and Six- 
teenth-street is never too safe at night; it 
will be safer from the conviction that an 
officer can defend himself under the law, 
though he kill his assailant. 











At the recent session of the Connecticut 
Legislature it was proposed that a law for 
the gradual abolition of railroad crossings 
of highways at grade should be passed. The 
matter was the subject of thorough discus- 
Bion, and at last a satisfactory bill was 
framed by a special joint committee. This 
pill was passed by the Senate, but its final 
enactment was prevented by the action of 
the House on the last day of the session, 
when another bill, which had the warm sup- 
port of the railroad lobby, was pushed 
through in a scandalous manner. The re- 
eult is that legislation for the removal of 
these dangerous crossings has been post- 
yponed for two years. The people of the 
Btate ought to be able to keep ont of the 
Legislature herasfter the membera who 





served the railroad companies by their ac- 
tion in the House. 





The Assembly yesterday passed the bill 
extending the time for the completion of 
the Poughkeepsie Bridge with barely one 
vote to spare. The opposition to this bill 
was due to an apparently well founded ap- 
prehension that the bridge will seriously 
interfere with the navigation of the river 
at that point. The piers have already been 
found a vexatious obstruction to large tows 
of canalboats. But the opposition was 
weakened by what has already been per- 
mitted. Inthe original charter a suspension 
bridge was provided for, and it is due to the 
subsequent action of the Legislature that 
the obstructing piers were allowed. The 
present plan has been authorized without 
proper consideration, and the time for car- 
rying it out has already been twice extend- 
ed. Interests that have become vested and 
expenses that have been incurred stood in 
the way of opposition at this late day, but 
@ serious mistake has been made and it 
should have been rectified by compelling 
the company to return to the original plan 
and remove the piers. 





The request of the Administration at 
Washington that the sentence of death 
passed on the three Mexicans chiefly con- 
cerned in the Nogales affair may be re- 
mitted will no doubt be granted by Pres- 
ident Draz, and thus the Mexican Govern- 
ment, as well as the culprits themselves, 
will be relieved from an unpleasant predica- 
ment. The offense committed was 4 serious 
one, and it has been well to make a severe 
example of the offenders. Yet no American | 
was killed or wounded in the affray, and 
in one sense our own countrymen contrib- 
uted a large element of gravity to the 
affair by opening fire, to which the Mexi- 
cans replied. The Mexicans thought that 
one of their comrades had been arrested 
without having done anything wrong, 
whereas it is said that he was only held in 
custody to keep him out of harm’s way. 
Their offense was in crossing the frontier 
armed and menacingly demanding his re- 
lease of the American Sheriff. This offense 
they would have expiated by a severe pen- 
alty had they been shot, as the court-mar- 
tial decreed. At all events, the disposition 
of the Mexican authorities to check viola- 
tions of the frontier has been made ap- 
parent. 





The somewhat puzzling news of the other 
day that the Sandwich Islands had con- 
cluded a treaty of federation with Samoa 
now derives confirmation from the addi- 
tional statement that a similar treaty is to 
be made with the Tonga Islands. It is not 
unnatural that such of the Pacific groups as 
have not already fallen victims to the 
annexing proclivities of European nations 
should bestir themselves to help each 
other. But the scheme of confeder- 
ation spoken of between Hawaii, Sa- 
moa, and Tonga labors under some 
practical disadvantages in their distance 
from each other. Certainly the ties of 
neighborly interest cannot be very strong, 
nor doesit appear that there has been much 
commercial intercourse hitherto between 
these groups. The Samoan Government 
last year was in great trouble through the 
strifes of foreign Consuls and the activity 
of the enemies of King MALIETOA, while the 
Tonga Islands are just now the seat of a 
commotion of which Premier BAKER is the 
centre. That a confederation can be 
formed between these archipelagoes need 
not be questioned, but it will be interesting 
to learn what subjects the agreement em- 
braces. 





THE LAST OF THE THRKE PER 
CENTS. 

The Secretary of the Treasury yesterday 
issued a call for $19,717,500 of the bonds of 
1882, interest to cease on the Ist of July. 
This covers the lastof the 3 per cent. bonds, 
and the last of all the bonds of the United 
States now subject to payment at par at the 
discretion of the Government. This is an 
event that has been foreseen for some time 
past, As early as the date of the adjourn- 
ment of Congress it was announced in our 
Washington dispatches that unless the 
course of the revenue should be entirely 
different from what was indicated by the 
facts then known, the whole of the redeem- 
able debt of the United States would be 
called for payment by the close of the 
fiscal year. Not only was this specifically 
predicted at that time, but it was known to 
be as nearly certain as anything in the 
future of the Treasury could be at the time 
that Congress was convened. The facts 
were laid before that body, and were in a 
languid fashion discussed, but no action 
whatever was taken. 

We have stated repeatedly, and it is per- 
fectly well recognized by all familiar with 
the condition, the resources, and the au- 
thority of the Treasury, that there is now 
absolutely no way that the country will 
tolerate to get the useless revenue out of 
the Treasury, no matter how fast it may 
pile up there, before Congress shall have 
taken action regarding it. It isequally well 
recognized that in the ordinary course of 
Congress no action will be taken until at 
least two and probably three months after 
itsassembling should that take place at the 

usual time in December. Under these con- 
ditions there is nothing to prevent the ac- 
cumulation of some $100,000,000 in the 
vaults of the Treasury before any relief can 
be secured. It is not a pleasant prospect. 
It is not necessarily an alarming one, but it 
may very readily become so. That would 
depend on circumstances that no one can 
clearly calculate or pretend to foretell. But 
considering that this money is taken by 
arbitrary and unnecessary taxation from 
the earnings of the American people, the 
situation, whether involving risk or not, is 
disgraceful. 

The essential importance of this situation 
does not lie in its possible effect upon the 
money market. It is not the keeping of the 
money in the Treasury that is the worst 
feature. It is the taking it from the people, 

and taking it by a system of taxation that 
weighs so heavily on the industry and pro- 
ductive capacity of thecountry. Thisisa

A QUESTION OF EVIDENCE. 

The reply just made by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment to the inquiries of our State De- 
partment concerning the killing of Capt. 
EMMET CRAWFORD in Sonora early last 
year leaves that sad affair as obscure as 
ever. The brother officers of CRAWFORD, 
who have already given. testimony on this 
subject, will hardly rest satisfied under the 
flat contradictions contained in Minister 
MARISCAL’s letter. Our Government may 
be forced to content itself with the present 
“explanation” in lack of a better, but the 
officers of the expedition would seem en- 
titled to a court of inquiry, should they de- 


mand it, after this diplomatic correspond- 
ence. 


The Mexicans have the best of the argu- 
ment in showing that the original encounter 
was the result of a mistake. The intima- 
tion that they knew perfectly well at the 
outset who CRAWFORD’s scouts were and 
attacked them in order to get the head 
money paid for Indian scalps taken in battle 
seems to have been gratuitous and not very 
wise. Credible witnesses show that Chiri- 
cahua Apaches had stolen cattle and mur- 
dered settlers in Mexico, causing a body of 
citizens to take the field against them. Un- 
doubtedly these ravages were committed by 
GERONIMO’s band, but as eleven out of 
every twelve persons in CRAWFORD’s pursu- | 
ing party were also either Chiricahua or 
White Mountain Apaches it was natural to 


} confound the pursuers with the pursued. 


The real difficulty has from the first been 
to account for the failure of the Mexicans 
to cease firing when addressed in Spanish’ 
by the whites of CRAWFORD’s party. On 
this point Minister MaRiscat’s letter de- 
clares that “the Americans wore no uni- 
form whatever ;” that it was “just about the 
end of the battle,” which had lasted about 
an hour, when one American called out to 
them; that Capt. CRAWForRD “had then al- 
ready been killed;” that the firing was not 
renewed at all after the Mexicans had been 
informed of the error. Every one of these 
allogations has been absolutely contradict- 
ed in ‘official reports by the evidence of 
Lieut. MARION P. Mavs, Lieut. Wiii- 
rAM E. Surep, Mr. Horn, and the 
hospital steward, all of whom were 
present. They testify positively that 
Capt. CRAWFORD and the hospital steward 
both wore their undress uniforms, that 
Lieut. Maus-had on an army overcoat, and 
Lieut. Supp at least a part of his uniform. 
They also declare that the first lull, during 
which our officers showed themselves and 
began to talk, occurred after the skirmish 
had lasted not more than fifteen minutes, 
and that suddenly during this parley the 
fire was renewed and CRAWFORD was killed. 
The second parley with Horn, the only one 
that Mr. Mariscar’s report acknowledges, 
occurred about an hour later. 

Probably no practical result will be gained 
by prolonging the diplomatic inquiry, as 
the affair began ina natural mistake. But 
a sense of justice requires that the word of 
our officers, who know best whether they 
did or did not wear uniforms, and whether 
firing was or was not going on when they 
came out into view and began to parley, 
should be accepted in preference to the con- 
trary assertions of the excited Mexican 
volunteers. 








THE GUILT OF GREENWALL. 

The conviction of the murderer of LYMAN 
S. Weeks, of Brooklyn, will be received 
with a sense of relief and satisfaction. The 
fact that a man was liable to be shot down 
in the middle of the night in his own house 
by a sneaking thief was calculated to startle 
the minds of householders in general. 
There was nothing peculiarly tempting 
about the house of Mr. WEEKS, and it was 
no,more likely to be the scene of such a 
tragedy than thousands of others. Had the 
murderer escaped the vigilance of the police 
authorities the sense of insecurity and 
danger in many homes would have been un- 
relieved, but the success of the detectives 
in ferreting out this criminal, which is 
mainly due to the skillful and persistent 
efforts of Inspector BYRNES, will serve as a 
check upon crimes of the kind. 

Of course GREENWALL insists that a mis- 
take has been made, and that if his sentence 
is executed an innocent man will be hanged, 
but he could be expected tosay no less. He 
could gain nothing by confession, and re- 
gard for truth in a professional criminal 
would be a curious trait of character. There 
is always danger when a startling crime 
like that of the murder of WEEKS has been 
committed that too much may be made 


of suspicions, imperfect identification, 
and accidental coincidences, and that 
in the eagerness of the detectives 
to demonstrate their efficiency and 


of the community to have the crime 
avenged there may be a conviction on evi- 
dence that leaves a doubt as to whether the 
right victim has been found. Especially is 
this the case when:the accused has a bad 
character and a criminal record. The posi- 
tiveness of the Brooklyn detectives in their 
efforts to fasten the crime upon PETER J. 
ENGLISH, or INGLIS, and the weight given 
to the resemblance between the action of 
the criminal and the man who shot a police- 
man in this city and shot at two policemen 
in Brooklyn, illustrate this danger. 

But fortunately there is no reasonable 
doubt that the real murderer was found in 
the yverson of GREENWALL, and the skill 
displayed in his capture and his connection 
with the crime is calculated to strengthen 
confidence in the efficiency of our detective 
system. Inspector BYRNES has made him- 
self so familiar with the various classes of 
criminals hereabout, and with their ways 
and their haunts, that he was able to make 
definite calculations as to his methods of 
going to work. He was convinced by various 
circumstances that ENGLISH was not the 
criminal, and that whoever it was he 
belonged to one of the gangs of house 
| thieves who freanent east side lodging

houses and go ont at night on predatory ex- 
cursions to neighboring towns. The skilled 
burglar takes no such chancesin a private 
residence where there is no reason 10 expect 
tich plunder, and avoids murder unless 
driven to it to save himself. The Inspector 
was fortunate in finding a man who had 
crossed the ferry with two suspicious-look- 
ing fellows whom he afterward passed in 
front of Mr. Wrrxs’s house, and to whom 
his attention was so attracted on both occa- 
sions as to enable him to identify them. 

In pursuing his plan of investigation 
ainong the thieves of the lodging houses In- 
spector ByRNES soon had in his clutches a 
gang of four that had robbed a house in 
Jersey City. Two of these were positively 
identified by his witness as the men who 
crossed the ferry and were afterward lurk- 
ing in front of Mr. WEEKs’s house in De 
Kalb-avenue a little before the time of the 
murder. Another of the gang voluntarily 
stated that GREENWALL had refused to go 
with him to Brooklyn after the murder, 
and gave as a reason that he had killed 
WEEKS, and was. afraid to show himself 
there. There was other corroborative evi- 
dence that leaves no donbt that GREEN- 
WALL and Minter are the guilty persons. 
The only surprising thing is that there was 
difficulty on the part of two or three of the 
jurymen in making up their minds. 

The most reassuring thing about the case 
is the effect likely to be produced on the 
minds of this class of criminals by the 
demonstration that their habits are so well 
known, that their doings can be traced 
with so much certainty, and that they can 
depend so little on the fidelity of their 
casual associates in crime. They must have 
a new sense of therisk they incurin their 
nefarious “‘vocation,” and the result will 
be a greater feeling of security among those 
upon whom they prey. To the ordinary cit- 
izen there is something strange in the rev- 
elation produced by such acase of the ex- 
istence of a considerable class of persons in 
a civilized community who are constantly 
engaged in crime as their regular means of 
subsistence. It does not seem as though it 
should be beyond the resources of the com- 
munity to extirpate this class of plunderers. 





SETTLERS MAY COME IN. 

The President’s instructions to Secretary 
LAMAR have been obeyed, and the great in- 
demnity belts of public land are soon to be 
thrown open to the settler. It was the at- 
tempt to rob GUILFORD MILLER of his farm 
that directed the President’s attention to 
the exclusion of settlers from these belts. 
They had been shut out, not by law, but by 
the action of executive officers who were 
anxious to serve the great land grant cor- 
porations. In his letter concerning the 
Guilford Miller case the President said: 


“After a lapse of fifteen years this large body 
of the public domain is still held in reserve, to 
the exclusion of settlers, for the convenience of 
a corporate beneficiary of the Government, and 
awaiting its selection, though it is entirely cer- 
tain that much of this reserved land can never 
be honestly claimed by said corporation. Such 
a condition of the public lands should no longer 
continue. So far asitis the result of executive 
rules and methods these should be abandoned.” 


The Secretary now shows that fourteen 
land grant railroad companies have made 
selections in the indemnity belts to the full 
extent of their rights, and that twenty-two 
have chosen in those belts all the land that 
is subject toselection. The belts have been 
closed to the settler for varions terms, 
ranging from two years to thirty-seven 
years. Under the rulings of the depart- 
ment no settler can acquire any rights un- 
der any of the general land laws in any 
part of the belts so long as they remain 
withdrawn by executive order. “ There 
seems,” says the Secretary, “‘ to be no valid 
reason why these orders of withdrawal 
should not be revoked.” They are to be re- 
voked, for the Secretary’s plans for restor- 
ing the belts to the public domain have 
been approved by the President. 

The action taken by Mr. CLEVELAND in 
relation to these lands will beregarded here- 
after as one of the greatest achievements of 
his Administration. For fifteen years broad 
belts of public land, covering in the aggre- 
gate 100,000,000 acres, or a tract equal in 
extent to the area of the four Middle States 
and the six New-England States, have, by 
orders of the Interior Department, been 
closed to settlers to serve the 
venience of powerful corporations and 
to enable these corporations to op- 
press those who might try to make 
homes within the boundaries. These 
indemnity belts should not be confounded 
with the grant belts. In the indemnity 
belts the corporations have never had any 
rights by law except the right to select a 
comparatively small number of sections to 
make good the loss af the same number of 
sections in the grant belts. The bounda- 
ries of the indemnity belts were specified, 
not in order that the corporations might 
control the lands included by them, but 
simply to restrict the area within which 
they were allowed to select sections in lieu 
of those in the grant belts which had been 
acquired by settlers before the passage of 
the granting acts. 

And yet the Interior Department was for 
years so completely under the control of 
these corporations that all of these indem- 
nity belts—containing perhaps fifty sections 
which the corporations could never acquire 
by law for every one section which they 
could lawfully take to make good their 
losses in the grant belts—were promptly 


con- 


withdrawn from settlement by department 
officers and have remained closed until this 
day. As we have said, this was not done 
simply to suit the convenience and caprices 
of these heavily subsidized corporations. The 
evidence shows that it was done for another 
as well. Settlers could not go 
npon these lands and obtain title from the 
Government under the homestead and pre- 


purpose 


emption laws, but they did go on with the 
hope of making reasonable terms with the 
corporations, for, although the corporations 
knew that they could never legally obtain 
title to more than a small number of sec- 
tions, they undertook to exercise control 
over the whole area. They had not picked

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that caused the present Land Commissioner 
to decide that MILLER was entitled to his 
farm, and to direct that indemnity selec- 
tions must be made upon vacant land. But 
before this action had been taken the cor- 
porations had worked their will with the 
unfortunate farmers and had exacted pay- 
ment in many cases for land to which they 
could not give clear title. All this jobbery 
must now cease. The companies must take 
their legal share, and in the remainder of 
this great tract of 100,000,000 acres the 
settler will be able to secure title from the 
Government under the general land laws. 

Is not this an achievement of which the 
Administration may well be proud and for 
which it deserves the hearty praise of all 
honest men and lovers of justice, irrespect- 
ive of party? But not one word of com- 
ment upon it, favorable or otherwise, has 
been found in the editorial columns of the 
Tribune or the Sun. The twin organs of the 
infamous Standard Oil Trust have nothing 
to say about this matter, for obvious rea- 
sons. They are the obsequious servants of 
great corporations and the bitter enemies 
of the man who has used his power for the 
discomfiture of such corporations and the 
protection of the plain people who seek 
homes on the public domain. 

LL, SEAT PLT EL NIT ATE SETTLE 
THE CONVICTION OF REYNOLDS. 

A New-Jersey jury promptly found Reyn- 
OLDS guilty of blasphemy notwithstand- 
ing the able and eloquent remarks of Col. 
Bos INGERSOLL in his favor. These remarks, 
however, like many others that the orator 
drops from time to time, werea trifle irrele- 
vant to the subject under discussion. There 
is a statute against blasphemy in New- 
Jersey, and it seems to have been admitted 
that ReYNoLDs had violated it. At all 
events his counsel attacked the statute with 
great vehemence, alleging it to be in various 
ways iniquitous and in particular to be un- 
constitutional as opposed to the guarantee 
in the Constitution of freedom of speech. He 
would scarcely have taken that trouble if 
his client was not an offender according to 
the letter of the law. Yet Col. INGERSOLLis 
perfectly well aware that the constitutional- 
ity ofthe law is not a question for the jury, 
but must be raised before a court. The busi- 
ness of the jary is to apply the terms of the 
law to the facts of the case, and this is what 
they seem to have done in finding Rryn- 
ONLDS guilty. 

Neither can we agree with the learned 
and free-thinking counsel thatthe law is in- 
iquitous. Thought, as he justly remarked, 
is involuntary, but speech is entirely vol- 
untary, and there are certain restrictions 
placed upon it in all civilized communities. 
The more civilized are the communities the 
more rigidly are these restrictions enforced. 
One may honestly think his neighbor a 
thief, butif he gives public utterance to 
that opinion he subjects himself to pains 
and penalties, even if he can maintain its 
soundness, unless he can also prove that he 
published it for a good purpose. Libelous 
speech and writing isjustly held to be not 
merely @ grievance sustained by the person 
libeled, but a public offense. There are 
other restrictions imposed upon the free- 
dom of speech and of the press 
where no allegation is made that any 
particular person is injured. Where 
public decency is offended it is the 
right and duty of the public to suppress 
the offender. Obscene literature and blas- 
phemous literature stand upon the same 
footing. Both are to be suppressed, and 
the promoters’ of both to be punished for a 
violation of public decency. Col. INGER- 
SOLL admitted that his client had been 
guilty of bad taste, but he informed the 
jury that they could not convict a man for 
want of taste. We beg his pardon. That 
is precisely what the jury in this case did, 
and what every jury should do when the 
breach of taste amounts to a gross inde- 
cency, and when there is a statute under 
which it can be prosecuted. 

Col. INGERSOLL appeared to think he was 
illuminating the subject when he pointed 
out that a certain form of speech which 
would be quite inoffensive in New-Jersey 
would be blasphemous in Turkey, and vice 
versa. If we make the proper assumption 
that blasphemy is such a manner of speech 
on religious subjects as is calculated to dis- 
gust and revolt a large part of the commn- 
nity, it will be seen that there is nothing at 
all in this “point.” A Jerseyman who 
talked about Mohammedanism in Turkey 
as Col. InGERSOLL’s Yahoo talked about 
Christianity in New-Jérsey would deserve 
to suffer and would receive no more sym- 
pathy from any rational person than 
REYNOLDS is now receiving. Nor is 
there anything at all in Col. INGER- 
SOLL’sS affecting picture of the benefactors 
of mankind undergoing prosecution for 
blasphemy in New-Jersey. DARWIN might 
have published his books in that State with- 
out fear. No jury would ever have con- 
victed him ofblasphemy. Itis quite within 
the competency of an ordinary jury to decide 
whether or not a man publishes his specula- 
tions in decent language and for a good pur- 
pose. What we considera mistake was made 
a few years ago when one BENNETT was 
sent to prison for the kindred offense of pub- 
lishing obscene literature. The book which 
secured this punishment for its author 
showed him to be very much of a fool and 
not a little of a blackguard, but it certainly 
was not indecent in the sense intended by 
the law. These mistakes will occur but 
rarely. As arule juries will distinguish. In 
this case no mistake has been made. Itis 
well that there should be some means of 
suppressing a noisy and offensive black- 
guard like RryNno.ups, and whether he be 
suppressed as a blasphemer or merely as a 
plain blackguard is a matter of very minor 
consequence. 








DECIDED AGAINST THE BANE. 
CHICAGO, May 20.—An opinion was rendered 
inthe United States Circuit Court to-day by Judge 
Gresham which is of the greatest importance to 


bankers and banking men. A like case has never 
before been decided in American courts. A. J. Gil- 
lespie & Co., of Kansas City, were owners of about 
1,100 head of cattle, and about the lst of October, 
1885, they shipped the herd to Chicago, consigning 
them to the stock yard commission firm of Rappal, 
Sons & Co., and immediately drew drafts for the ap- 

roximate value of the cattle. Rappal, Sons & Co. 
between the 2d and 6th of the month sold the cattle 
and deposited the money, about $25,000, with the 
Union Stock Yards National Bank. At the time 
Rappal. Sons & Co. were overdrawn at the bank 
about the same amount.

They also had 
a liberal supply of either tea or coffee. And was 
it not significant that not one of the wage earn- 
ers was found drinking beer? Nowhere elsein the 
wide, wide world will the dinner pails of the 
workers tempt the appetite as here in the United 
States. No millionaire in this big city eats better 
food of the same sort than we saw taken from 
the workmen’s pails.—American Grocer.

New-Orleans. Last Winter the quarantine wharf, 
pagan &c., were destroyed by fire. At once 
an oining wharf was prepared. Im 
ments were made in sccaring & fire proot 
brick building for the boiler and steamchest 
for disinfecting all the effects brought by in- 
ward passengers. When a vessel arrives the 
mgers are sent to the building with all 
heir luggage; the latter is opened, the effects 
hung upon sliding frames that run into the im- 
mense steam chest, the latter some 60 feet long, 
They are exposed first to dry heat at a temper- 
ature of over 230°. Next live steam direct from 
the boiler is introduced. They are kept at a 
temperature of 244° for fully 15 minutes, a 
length of time absolutely fatal to all forms of 
germ life, spores, &c. The goods when taken 
outare so hot and moist that they cannot be 
handled. They dry immediately on ex to 
the atmosphere. After the luggage has been 
ana eg the passengers receive suits of cloth- 
ing that have been through the disinfecting, 
germ-killing process, and send the clothing worn 
on the vessel to be done in its turn. 

While the above is going on the vessel Teceives 
the care of a special squad of the quarantine 
staff. The hatches are put on and porte are 
closed, and the hold is pum full of concentrat- 
ed sulphurous acid vapor, forced 1n under great 
pressure. So thorough is its action that, when 
the hatches are removed, cockroaches, rats, &e, 
are found dead. The decks, staterooms, &e., ara 
drenched with a solution of mercuric chloride, 
In short, germs are effectually disposed of and 
are given no me -sarpceng | of getting into New- 
Orleans by way of the Mississippi. All theports 
of Southern States are constan threatened b 
yellow fever from Havana and Colon. In bot 
cities it is so common that it excites no remark.

These boxes, the bill says, *‘shall be of 
the kind known as the standard canceling ballot 
box, containing mechanical devices for receiv- 
ing, registering, and canceling every ballot de- 
posited therein; and in such manner as shall 
not distinguish one ballot, so deposited, from 
another.” The bill was defeated last night, but 
Mr. Ainsworth had little difficulty in recon- 
sidering the vote and securing 68 votes to pass 
it to-day. 

Some of the Assemblymen stood aghast at the 
proposition to reconsider. Mr. McEvoy said the 
Assembiy could not afford to disgrace itself by 
killing a job one day and then reviving it and 
passing itthe next. He could not understand 
euch action. 

Mr. Hamilton dealt Mr. Erwin and the Ways 
and Means Committee, of which that man is 
Chairman, a vigorous blow for reporting a bill 
like this, which would require an appropriation 
of —— of $300,000 from the State Treasury. | 
That committee had let any numberof these 
measures out into the House, and already the 
appropriations for the session exceeded those of 
last year by over $700,000. 

Mr. Cole tola his Republican associates that 
their record would be bad enough, even if they 
should leave this bill unpassed on their files. 

Mr. Ainsworth explained his connection with 
the bill, and assured the House that his motives 
could not be questioned. Unfortunately for the 
Republican Party it has no bonest leader on the 
floor to oppose doubtful measures, and almost 
anything can be done by the thieves of both 
parties. Though nominally the leader of the 
majority, Mr. Erwin has sunk so low in the esti- 
mation of those who regard good party leader- 
ship as something to be desired that he no 
longer has any weight. The Republican Party 
owes nothing to Mr. Erwin for his course this 
eession. Mr. Erwin has the best of the situation, 
hecanse he does not expect to come back. It is 
a fortunate thing for the party that he does not. 

Senator Daly, at the suggestion of President 
Woodman of the Excise Commission, will make 
a final effort to mitigate the operations of the 
Sunday blue laws in New-York City. To-day he 
introduced a bill allowing hotel and restaurant 
proprietors to sell light wines and malt liquors 
to their guests on Sundays, and to permit the 
general sale of the same beverages ir quantity, 
not to be drunk on the premises, by saloons on 
Sunday afternoons between 1 and 8 o’clock. 
The opposition to the bill will be directed chiefly 
against the second provision. Mr. Daly suc- 
ceeded in having the bill ordered to the first Com- 
mittee of the Whole and it will probably be 
reached on Tuesday morning. 

Ex-Cable Commissioner and Senator Trap- 
hagen, encouraged by the passage of the Insur- 

ance Tax Grab bill,the Western Union Tax bill,and 
other “jobs,” undertook this morning to revive 
interest in the cableroad “steal,” and succeeded 
by a vote of 14 to 12. The Assembly early in 
the week refused to concur in the Pierce cable 
road amendment to the McIntyre bill, thus kill- 
ing the bill. Mr. Traphagen to-day offered the 
extraordinary resolution for the ap ointment of 
a conference committee on the bill. Mr. Trap- 
hagen was backed up by Senator John Raines, 
who made the specious plea that the McIntyre 
bill onght not to be sacrificed by the ‘ cable” 
rider. The members of the Anti-Poverty Club 
all voted for the resolution and it was adopted. 
The vote in detail was as follows:

The Assembly 
will be notified of the action of the Senate some 
time next week, and will then unfortunately be 
unable, through lack of time, to show to the co- 
ordinate branch that courtesy to which its dig- 
nity is supposed to entitleit. If Speaker Hustea 
consents to appoint a committee, its members 
will de ironclad anti-cable men. 

Notice was given to-day to all banks, trust 
companies, and other corporations that the Sen- 
ate Committee on Taxation and Retrenchmept 
will continue to do business at the old stand 
during the Summer months. The Senate passed 
@ resolution, offered by Senator Raines, 
empowering that committee to continue 
for another year its investigations, with 
a full complement of legal counsel, sten- 
ographers, and clerks. This investigation 
cost $6,000 last year, and not a single bill of im- 
portance proposed by the committee has passed 
the Legislature this year. Bills to tax trust 
companies, stock brokerage, and corporations 
have been introduced by Senator Vedder, but for 
reasons not set forthin the report of the com- 
mittee have failed to become laws. 

The committee sent in a voluminous report to- 
day as an excuse for the continuation of its op- 
erations. The report was written by Mr. Charl- 
ton T. Lewis in the odd moments he could 
spare from lobbying for the passage of the In- 
surance Tax grab bill. About one-half of it is de- 
voted to a defense of that bill, and the 
other haif is given over to loud ringing 
of the gong presumably to attract the 
attention of corporations, The Senate 
Committee on Taxation has outlived its useful- 
ness and it has become merely a standing menace 
to the large moneyed institutions of New-York. 
Even the Senate has begun to realize this fact, 
and to-day Mr. Vedder was forced to take in out 
of the wet his latest scheme to tax corporations. 
Last evening he fought to order the bill to a 
third reading, but this morning he announced 

that he would not try to pass it this session, and 
the hearing for next Tuesday, he gave notice, 
was abandoned. 

The Senate passed to-day and the Governor 
will sign Mr. Cantor’s bill, which allows the 
German singing societies to meet for rehearsal 
in the rooms over beer saloons without requiring 
the saloons to take out a concert license. Mr. 
Shea’s bill allowing assessments in the Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fourth Wards to be paidin 
four annual installments was passed, and also 
Mr. Moore’s bill, giving Mr. Erastus Wiman’s 
bridge company three years to erect its bridge 
connecting New-Jersey and Staten Island, after 
the New-Jersey Legislature has passed the nec- 
essary bills. a 

Both houses have passed Assemblyman Gor- 
man’s bill which makes it a misdemeanor for 
any employer to coerce a person seeking em- 
ployment to sign a pledge not to join a labor or- 
ganization. The billis not worth the paper it is 
written on, butitis what the Knights of Labor 
asked and it was given them. 

A bill also passed the Senate establishing a 
system of pensions for members of the National 
Guard ogee or killed while on duty. 

The bill prohibiting the railroads from dis- 
criminating against shippers who make use of 
the canals has passed the Senate. So also has 
the Bush bill giving pensions to members of the 
Nationa] Guard. This bill provides that every 
member of the {National Guard who shall be 
wounded or disabled, or in the past 10 years has 
been so disabled in the performance of any 
actual service of this State, such as in 
cases of riot, tumult, breach of the peace, 
Tesistance to process, invasion, insurrection, or 
imminent danger thereof, or whenever called 

upon in aid of the civil authorities, shall receive 
out of any moneysin the Treasury of this State 
not otherwise appropriated, upon certificate of 
the Surgeon-General, audit of the Adjutant-Gen- 
erai, and approval of the Governor, the like pen- 

sion or reward that persons under similar cir- 

cumstances receive from the United States, and 
in cases of fatal injury or death, then the widow 
or winor children of such menober of the National 

Guard shall receive auch pension and reward.

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A Booty OF $55,000 BELIEVED TO 
HAVE BEEN SECURED. 

Waco, Texas, May 20.—Passengers on the 
Missouri Pacific train which arrived here at 3 
o’clock yesterday morning give the following 
particulars of the train robbery on the Inter- 
national and Great Northern Road at McNeil 
Station, 15 miles from Austin. Twelve mounted 
men did the work, and they went at it with so 
much system and their plans worked so well 
that they secured a large amount of money from 
the Pacifico Express Company. Mr. ©. W. 
Whites, of Waco, who was a passenger on 
the train, said: “The train left Austin for 
Waco on time, and when it pulled up at McNeil 
Station, which is at the crossing of the Austin 
and Northwestern Road, it was found that the 


agent and two gentlemen who intended to take 
passage on the Missouri Pacific train were in 
charge of 12 robbers, who had come to the sta- 
tion well mounted and armed. The robbers had 
rolled a log in frontof the engine, and the en- 
gineer and fireman were guarde yf some of 
them while the others proceeded to fire into the 
top of the cars. In the train the passengers 
were told that if they kept quiet they would not 
be molested, and they kept quiet. The robbers 
fired about 100 shots within the coaches to help 
keep the passengers quiet. 

Henry Landa, of San Antonio, was shotin the 
hand. A brakeman named White had his cheek 
and nose grazed by abullet. The robbers made 
for the express car, which was in charge of A. 
J. Northacker, and demanded that he open it. 
He refused to obey their command, and they 
then broke open the car door and knocked the 
expressman down. The safe was broken open 
and robbed. How much money they got no one 
seems to know. The amount has been various- 
ly estimated at from $21,000 to $55,000.” 

Mr. White said the expressman would not or 
could not tellthe amount of money that had 
been taken. He said to Mr. White: “When I 
saw the fellows start out with the silver, which 
was a bulky package, I thought I was safe, but 
when they returned and commenced looking for 
the currency I knew it was all up with me.” It 
is supposed from these remarks that the rob- 
bers secured a large amount of money. After 
the robbvers had secured the boodle they told the 
trainmen to roll the log off the track and go 
on. Mr. White, before leaving the station, had 
a talk with the agent, whose name is 8. R. Ely. 
Mr. Ely says the men came to the station un- 
masked and took himself and two other men in 
charge. One of the men was J. B. Ricketts, and 
he hails from Birmingham, Ala. The robbers 
also took a fine gold watch and chain from Mr. 
Ricketts. The robbers took the three men, 
placed them in a box car, closed the door, and put 
& guard over them. Mr. White says he asked 
the agent what kind of looking men they were 
and he told him they looked like border ruffians. 
They were well armed and seemed to under- 
stand their business very thoroughly. After 
robbing the train they mounted their horses and 
rode away. 

The train was delayed only about half an hour 
and came on north. When it arrived at Waco 
this morning Northacker, the expressman, was 
weak from loss of blood and the effects of the 
blows he received from the robbers, but he con- 
tinued on his run to Dennison. The conductor, 
engineer, and fireman who were.on the train 
which was robbed changed at Tyler and their 
names were not learned. 


AusTIN, Texas, May 20.—Deputy United 
States Marsbal Rankin returned late last night 
from the scene of the train robbery, and report- 
ed that, with the assistance of bloodhounds, the 
officers got on the trail of the robbers. It was 
followed a few miles, when they came upon the 
camp where the robbers had evidently divided 
their booty—some $4,000. Express wrappers 
were lying around, and the numerous trails lead- 
ing from the ground showed that the band scat- 
tered here. Mr. Rankin left the Sheriff of Will- 
iamson County and a large L pare still scouring 
the country, and with the aid of the bloodhounds 
ect er they will capture one or more of the 
robbers. 


OOKE MEN SAVAGELY BEATEN. 








DRIVEN FROM WORK BY MEN ARMED 
WITH BLUDGEONS. 

PITTSBURG, May 20.—A. serious phase in 
the coke strike at Everson, Penn., was developed 
this morning, when a mob of 300 miners march- 
ingin abody and generally armed with blud- 
geons suddenly appeared in the coke yard at 
the Jimtown works of Col. Schoonmaker. With- 
out warning they made a savage attack ona 
little knot of men who were engaged in drawing 
out the coke from the ovens there. This coke 
has been in the ovens since the strike com- 
menced, and some eight or ten laborers had 
been engaged to draw it out. While so en- 


gaged the mob suddenly rushed in on them and 
brutally attacked them. Such of the laborers 
as could not escape were cruelly beaten, one 
man having both arms broken and being so 
badly kicked that his life is despaired of. Six 
men altogether were beaten very severely. All 
the barrows and tools used in the works were 
déstroyed by the mob. 

Having effectually accomplished their mission 
at Jimtown the rioters marched through Daw- 
son and across the Youghiogheny River to the 
works of Janes Cochran & Sons. Mr. Cochran’s 
sons, assisted by some non-union men, had 
watered out the ovens of this firm and drawn 
the coke from a few ovens, and the anger of the 
mob was directed against them. Fortunately 
the hour was early and no one was working in 
Cochran’s yards, at Nellie and Clarissa, but, in 
the absence of human victims, they wrecked 
their vengeance upon the coke wagons and tools 
at those works, destroying all such movable 
property they could lay hands on. After this 
they scattered, their work being accomplished. 

The mob wasfrom Wheeler, Trotter, Leisen- 
ning, and was composed chiefly of Hungarians 
and negroes. The action of this morning, itis 
said, was decided uponin open meeting of the 
men held yesterday afternoon. The riot was 
caused by an attempt on the part of the oper- 
ators to save the coke now in the ovens. The 
coal miners, coal haulers, and oven workers have 
all been paid for filling the ovens, but the 
strikers refused to allow anybody to draw the 
coke and save it from total loss. No attempt 
has been made by the operators to start up their 
works, or put in new men. They are merely 
trying to save the coke already made. 

The names of the injured are as follows: 
Michael Blasco had both arms broken and inter- 
nally injured, probably fatal; Michael Muca, 
severely hurt; Ben Jac, badly injured about the 
head; John Helm and Andrew Walker, injured 
about the head and body, but not dangerously.

surance, the law regards primarily as assets 
held for their indemnity and protection. The 








claims were in litigation. The reserve fund of 
50 per cent. of premiums on bonds in force was 
the sum of $83,652 48. 

The capital of the company is wholly unim- 
paired, and the reserve tund and net surplus 
show that the business of the company has, 
during its short term of existence, been both 
prosperous and profitable. 

The business is strictly confined to fidelity 
insurance, and evidence shows that it engages 
in no other business, dividing it into two classes 
which it calls ‘‘ Judicial” and “ Fidelity,” the for- 
mer embracing all bonds pertaining to courts of 
every kind, and the latter the guaranteeing of 
the tidelity of employes of corporations and per- 
sons whose relations to their employers are 
fiduciary. 

In the judicial class, from the examination 
of the business of the company to March 7, the 
total number of bonds issued were 1,055. The 
number of bonds in force on March 7, 1887, 
were 769, the total risks thereon being $8,796,- 
678. On this business the company has sus- 
tained no loss; seven claims have been paid by 
the company, which were reimbursed to it by 
the securities held by it, releasing the company 
up to that time from every loss on this class of 
its business. 

In the fidelity class the aggregate of bonds 
or guarantees issued by the company to the 7th 
of March is 13,865, aggregating in risks the sum 
of $16,486,218. Of these risks 13,784 were un- 
der $5,000, and 850 over that sum. 

The business of the company in this class 
has been conducted without the danger of loss 
thereon, or, more properly, as a practicable 
ener is estimated by the maximum of apparent 
risks. 

The cases are exceptional in which the com- 
pany is not indemnified against loss either by 
the deposit of assets which have come to the 
hands of Executors, Administrators, Trustees, 
guardians, and like officers, under joint control 
of themselves and the company, or by collateral 
indemnity by bonds of responsible persons, so 
that the danger of defalcation, misuse, and de- 
fault is reduced to a minimum. This may be 
illustrated by the case of the largest bond issued 
by the company, to wit, $1,000,000, as surety for 
an Administrator. In that case the company is 
secured by a bond of the Administrator, and all 
of the heirs interested in the estate, and by the 
securities and funds of the estate deposited in a 
safe deposit and trust company under the joint 
control of the Administrator and surety compa- 
ny. As large as this liability seems the manner 
in which the company is protected against loss 
renders its danger of ultimate loss really a nom- 
inalone. This case also tends to show why it is 
that on liabilities for nearly $9,000,000, running 
through three years of business, the company 
has sustained no actual loss in that branch. 

In the class of fidelity business, so called, the 
company, as arule, has noindemnity. This bus- 
iness is more strictly one of insurance based 
upon the laws of chance. The bulk of its risks 
are for sums ranging from $100 to $5,000. Its 
largest bond is $30,000, it having but ten risks 
between twenty and twenty-five thousand, and 
fourteen between twenty-five and thirty thon- 
sand dollars. These large sums are stated to be 
upon the fidelity of prominent and reputable 
otticers of financial corporations. Thus far the 
business has proved itself to be safe and profita- 
ble, and the experience of this company has 
justified the policy of the statute which author- 
izes the organization of such corporations. 

“As disclosed by the evidence, the company 
hasa system of inquiries into the character, 
habits, and responsibility of persons to be in- 
sured, and to judge from them as to the safety 
ofthe risk, and in all cases its facilities for 
checking dangers from lack of integrity of those 
whom it insures, and for pursuing defaulters or 
criminals has a vigilance which has usually re- 
sulted in full restoration of the loss which it has 
paid. The facts stated in the evidence in this 
regard leave no reason to doubt that this class 
of business will remain, as heretofore, a profit- 
able one. 

An elaborate description is given of the 
vaults occupied by the American Surety Com- 
pany in the Mercantile Safe Deposit Company, 
and the methods whereby securities are kept, 
so that it is scarcely possible that any fraud can 
be perpetrated in respect to the securities de- 
posited as the indemnity of the company with- 
out collusion between the party making the 
deposit and two officers of the company. The 
vault, so far as human ingenuity can devise, 
seems to be absolutely safe, proof against burg- 
Jary and fire, and, as far as practicable, against 
either dishonesty by the depositor or the officers 
of the company. 

It is shown that in respect to guardians, Ex- 
ecutors, Administrators, &c., the company has a 
system of supervision of the Sree by 
them, respectively, of their obligations to file 
annually a final accounting with the Surrogate, 
and in cases of neglect stepsare taken to require 
the same to be done, that it is the practice to 
notify parties in default of their duty as the 
time recurs when by law or the rules of the 
court an accounting should be properly held. 

The conclusions which the Referee has 
reached from the examination of this company 
is that the American Surety. Company has not 
only satisfactorily justified in respect to its 
qualification to become surety in this particular 
matter, but has shown that as surety in judicial 
proceedings it presents a system of security 
worthy of the confidence of the courts and of the 
public, a security superior to that which can be 
offered by individual sureties. 

Among a number of reasons which the Ref- 
eree finds for the advantage of corporate surety 
is that the system of individual surety is likely 
tobe affected by death, change of residence, in- 
solvency, revulsion of business, and lack of 
watchfulness, and these things in respect to 
corporate suretyship are less liable to occur as 
the business of insuring, being the specialty of a 
corporate body, cannot be made profitable with- 
out vigilance and close attention; that the com- 
pany devotes itself toa single line of business 
and its capital and assets are not exposed to any 
exterior danger; that the management of the at- 
fairs of the company by its officers has been 
most creditable to their capacity and integrity. 
It is also shown that the capitai of the company 
will be increased on July 1 to $1,000,000, which 
capital is now subscribed, and that the safety of 
the company and its ability to become surety in 
judicial proceedings and its other specialty will 
be greatly enhanced. 

The Referee referring to the point raised by 
the counsel for the petitioner that a latent liabil- 
ity exists upon the bond of an Administrator 
after a decree upon the final accounts of the Ad- 
ministrator nad been filed says: That upon in- 
quiry being made at the Surrogate’s office it was 
discovered to be unascertainable in how many 
cases a liability was incurred or could have 
arisen in the last 20 years; that there is 60 little 
danger from such a source of the responsibility 
of the company being affected, especially as the 
company obtained releases from persons inter- 
ested in the estate upon final settlement, that in 
his opinion the contingent liability referred to 
was too remote to affect the substantial correct- 
ness of his conclusions. 

The decision is in every sense favorable to the 
company.
